TRAFIC SLOWED

Tie-Ups in Streets Make 
Thousands Late for 
Work on First Day 
of Winter. 


Wind-whipped freezing rain 
and snow coated streets in the 
St. Louis area today slowing 
traffic and making the first day 
of winter a reality for chilled 
pedestrians, Many traffic tie-ups 
and minor accidents were re- 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said light snow would con- 
tinue intermittently during the 
day with the temperature fall- 
ing to 5 above zero by tomorrow 
morning. He forecast fair and 
colder weather tomorrow with a 
high of 20 


As the cold wave moved into 
the city, causing the mercury to 


18 by 10 a.m., motorists found 
themselves stalled at slippery 
intersections or on icy inclines. 

Some Public Service Co. busses. 
were reported more than an hour 
-behind schedule during the 
morning rush hour when. they 
were blocked by skidding auto- 
mobiles. 

Thousands of persons caught 
in traffic jams throughout the 
city and county were hours late 
for work. Some _ apparently 
wearied of efforts to get to their 
places of employment and re- 
turned home when they could 
get their automobiles moving 
again. 

A morning airlines bus took 
two hours to travel seven miles 
on Natural Bridge road, where 
one of the worst tie-ups was re- 

rted. 

At Pope and West Florissant 
avenues, several teen-age boys 
gave motorists a helping hand 
by throwing ashes under their 
spinning wheels. One driver re- 
ported the boys must have 
helped move several hundred 
cars, getting no more than a 
hasty “thanks” as the machines 
sped off. 

As the Express Highway was 
ordered closed at 7:50 a.m., ohe 
police car radioed it was caught 
in a traffic jam and couldn't get 
to the entrance to put up a road 
block.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 22 
(AP) — Senator Wayne Morse 
(Ind.), Oregon, last night termed 
as “shocking” and “a knock at 
the front door of American free- 
dom” a proposal by Attorney 
General Brownell to legalize 
wire tapping under certain con- 
ditions.

Spruille Braden, United States 
Ambssador in the Roosevelt- 
Truman Administration, said 
today that interference with ca- 
reer diplomats by State Depart- 
ment agency representatives 
many of them “to say the least, 
socialistically inclined,” pre- 
vented establishment of a sound 
foreign policy in Latin America. 

The result, Braden told a 
Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee, is that Communist 
influence in Latin America has 
become a possible threat to ob- 
taining strategic materials there 
in event of war. 

Braden’s testimony was in the 
form of a statement issued prior 
to his appearance before the 
subcommittee. 


Braden served as Ambassador 
to several South American coun- 
tries, and he said that reports 
he sent to the State Department 
on the sprgad of Communism 
are “missing from the files” of 
the department. 

In addition to his diplomatic 


den, an engineer, has been en- 
gaged in business there for 
many years. 


Career Men ‘Overwhelmed.’ 
He said that during and after 
World War II, various agencies 
were superimposed on the State 
Department, and he saw these 
groups “outnumber and aver- 
whelm” career and foreign dip- 
lomatic services. 

He said many of these repre- 
sentatives possessed authority, 
and were “uniformly antagonis- 
tic’ to private property and 
were, “to say the least, socialis- 
tically inclined.” 


“Infiltration of these insidious 
groups and individuals has not 
been restrieted to the United 
States,” Braden said. Some of 
them, he said, at the instance of 
the United States Government 
“have been recommended to and 
employed by Latin American 
governments.” 

“As the pattern unfolds,” Bra- 
den said, “it becomes increas- 
ingly apparent that there were 
within these groups those who 
had their minds and their plans 
made up. . Often they were 
able to prevent the establish- 
ment of sound policy and effec- 
tive action when they could not 
impose their own programs.”

Olin Industries, Inc., which is 
expan into aluminum, pe- 
tro-chemicals and other techno- 


logical fields, has arranged to 
borrow up to $133,000,000 from 
the Prudéntial Insurance Co. of 
America, according to an article 
in the current issue of Fortune 
magazine. 

The article reviews the 
growth of the company, which 
has its headquarters in East Al- 
ton, from a small powder ‘mill 
into an industrial empire, and 
analyzes the financing of its 
current expansion. ° 

The $133,000,000 line of credit 
is available until December 
1954, it was reported, and costs

Hanes, former Under Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and an ex- 
governor of the New York Stock 
Exchange, got Prudential to ac- 
cept a warrant for 300,000 
shares of common stock in lieu 
of $1,333,333 a year of standby 
interest charges.

The. new 
plant will manufacture products 
requiring use of aluminum and 
copper base alloys. Its operation 
will result’ only in a moderate 
increase in number of employes. 

There are now 7000 workers 
at East Alton and approximately 
21,000 throughout the Olin sys- 
tem of 21 plants and 31 sales 
offices in 14 states. 

The Defense Production Ad- 
ministration has authorized Olin 
to erect a $170,000,000 alumi- 
num plant as part of the “third 


aluminum production capacity. 
The plant, with a capacity esti- 
mated, at 110,000 tons of pri- 
mary aluminum a year, may be 
erected near coal deposits in 
Ohio or Illinois, Fortune stated. 

Another new field for Olin, 
as previously reported, is hydra- 
zine manufacture and research.

Guarded Acceptance 


With guard up and propaganda guns at the 
ready, the Soviet Union has accepted President 
Eisenhower's proposal for private talks on atomic 
development, 

Characteristically, the Russians devoted a large 
part of their statement to finding fault with the 
President’s proposal, and qualified their accept- 
ance of it by demanding that it be clarified and 
that any conference consider their own plan as 
well as the President's. 


But these hedges are not so important as the 
overriding fact that the Russians have agreed‘to 
sit down and.talk over the problem, If these 
negotiations are conducted privately, as the 
President suggested, and for the purpose of seek- 
ing agreement rather than scoring propaganda 
points against each other, they may mark .a 
beginning toward something new and immensely 
hopeful in world relationships. 


Such reservations as the Kremlin suggests — 


ought not in themselves prove en insurmount- 
able barrier to agreement. These reservations 
center upon the Soviet Union's’ long-standing: 
campaign to get adopted by the U.N. some sort 
of abstract ban against the use of atomic 
weapons. The Western nations have refused to 
adopt such a ban unless it were accompanied by 
international inspection and enforcement—and 
since no agreement has been reached on that, the 
whole subject of atomic control h«s stood in 
deadlock, 

President Eisenhower did not actually propose 
a plan for ending the deadlock, Rather, on the 
unspoken assumption that the deadlock could not 
be broken, he suggested that the U.N. set up an 
agency for peaceful atomic development without 
waiting for the atomic arms race to be moderated 
er for an international control: system to be 
established. 

The Russians indicate that they might try to 
convert the talks on this subject to a general 
discussion of the whole field of atomic control. 
That may not be what President Eisenhower had 
in mind, but the United States cannot very well 
objéct to it. In any such talks, the American 
position would undoubtedly continue to be what 
it has been: We will not agree to an abstract ban 
on the use of atomic weapons except as part of 
an ironclad system of international Inspection 
and control, 

It should be possible to maintain that posi- 
tion and at the same time maintain the Eisen- 
hower position that peaceful atomic development 
can get started without waiting for atomic dis- 
armament, Secretary Dulles handled the mat- 
ter skillfully when he welcomed the Soviet ac- 
ceptance as “hopeful,” but pointed out that the 
Russians “seem not to have caught the spirit of 
the President’s proposal. Its very purpose was 
to find a new and clearly feasible basis which 
will permit actually getting started.” 

If the Soviets insist on merely going over the 
old ground of fruitless disarmament debate, they 
can stall the Eisenhower plan. But in so doing 
they will make clear to the world where they 
really stand. Meanwhile there is a chance that 
private diplomatic talks can break the circle, 
and that chance is worth exploring.

Judge Ridge’s Just Act 

Federal Judge Ridge of Kansas City has served 
the interests. of justice by lowering the bond re- 
quired of Elmer Dolan. ; 

Originally the bail for the suspended St. Louis 
patrolman in the Greenlease kidnaping case was 
set at $25,000. That obviously was too high for 
a man who has given no indication whatever of 
running from the law and who has good reason 
to be staying close to home these days because of 
a prospective addition to his family. Now the 
bail has been reduced to $7500 by Judge Ridge. 
Dolan has been able to meet it and is free to 
answer on it. 

Whether Dolan is guilty or innocent obviously 
has not been determined. He has been under 
indictment for perjury just a few days. Only 
if he is proved guilty in court will he be guilty 
in the eyes of the law, Until then he is pre- 
sumed innocent under the American system of 
justice for all. 

Bail is part of the system of justice. If bail 
is excessive it can be used to interfere with 
justice in that it may hold a man behind bars 
simply because he may not be wealthy enough 
to raise the money required for his release 
pending trial. : : 
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Dog’s Life, by Ordinance 

In a survey Of the zoning problem of man’s 
best friend, the noble dog, the Public Administra- 
tion Clearing House has found that many of our 
cities have exact definitions for kennels, and for 
dogs as well. | 

Los Angeles and Salt Lake county in Utah, for 
example, prescribe that a kennel] is not a kennel, 
for zoning purposes, unless it has three or more 
dogs. But a dog is not a dog until it is four 
months old, being a puppy before that. Three 
puppies do not @ kennel make, nor three dogs a 
home.

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Letting the People Decide 


The St. Louis Election Board has chosen the 
best of three possible methods of introducing 
voting machines here. It Has urged the Board 
of Aldermen to call a bond issue election to 
provide funds to purchase some 1600 of the 


‘ machines. They would cost slightly more than 


$2,500,090. 

Assuming that the Aldermen go along with 
the recommendation—and there is no good rea- 
son why they shouldn't--the people themselvés 
will decide whether they are willing to pay the 


premium for insurance against fraud at the 


polls. The bond issue would require a two 
thirds favorable majority. . 

The Election Board could have recommended 
rental of the machines, a move réquiring a mere 
simple majority. Or it could have suggested use 
of the machines in 10 per cent of the city’s pre- 
cincts on a trial basis, which would require 
no prior approval by the voters, But the board 
chose to take the bull by the horns, and with 
good reason. 

Voting machines are no newfangled devices 
and there is no need to experiment with them 

- in St. Louis. Other cities have been using them 
for as long as 40 years. The accuracy with 
which they count the votes and their prompt- 
ness in making election returns available have 
led to their use in more than 5000 municipalities. 
Kansas City voted for them 5 to 1. . 

The only question, therefore, is whether they 
ought to be rented or purchased outright. After 
‘an intensive study, the Election Board’s answer 
is that in the long run it is cheaper for a city 


= = 
to own its own machines, Moreover, savings in 
election expenses that flow directly from the 
use of machines would go a long way toward 
meeting the purchase price. 

The difference, of course, would have to come 
from the pockets of the city’s taxpayers, The 
Board of Aldermen: ought to move quickly 
to determine whether the people think e h 
of their vote to pay the price of protecting it.

The fact is that retiring President Vincent 
Auriol has exercised more influence through the 

office than the Constitution of the Fourth Réepub- 
lic seems to permit. He has not abused its safe- 
guards against a “strong man,” but chiefly by 
presiding over the Council of Ministers and by 
public speeches Auriol has checked both De 
Gaulle’s followers and the Communists. He nur- 
tured middle-of-the-road government. His duty, 
as he said, was “patient and unobtrusive labor to 
preserve stability.” 

Now even though they know they are damaging 
French prestige, the legislators at Versailles 
struggle through ballot after ballot for an office 
they presume to scorn. There has been no more 
alarming sign of the deep divisions of post-war 
France. The danger is that these are not the 
ordinary differences which set parties against 
each other in an electoral test to be followed by 
unified devotion to the nation, but rather persist- 
ing antipathies which cause Frenchmen to regard 
each other alniost as alien enemies. 

The question of ratifying the European Defense 
Community and rearming Germany, of course, is 
in the forefront of the presidential contest. Can- 
didates favoring ratification were quickly elimi- 
nated, Premier Joseph Laniel, the leading con- 
tender, is at best neutral on this issue. His chief 
rival, Socialist Marcel Naegelen, an Alsatian 
who formerly served as Minister of Education 
and as Governor General of Algeria, is opposed 
to EDC. But this is not all. . 

In what has been a two-man contest—except 
for a few feeble efforts of would-be compromise 
candidates—there is little point in deploring the 
multiplicity of French political parties. The 
hard, hard fact is that this has become a struggle 
between a Man of thé Right and a Man of the 
Left. Laniel’s support is conservative: land- 
owners, industrialists and rightist Catholics. 
Naegelen has the almost solid backing of the 
representatives of the working classes. 

The implications of such a struggle for a 
democracy are ominous, What is needed is a 
new Auriol—or perhaps the same old one—who 
can hold the nation, if not all of its politicians, 
to a policy of moderation; a new Descartes, too 
wisé to be stubborn. : 
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Ready for Action 

There is one thing that Congress should be 
able to get down to business on without hearings 
by committees. That is statehood for Hawaii and

In almost every instance, 
the answer to his question is 
found in the tighter man-to- 
man defense tactics employed 
now as compared with the era 
of 15-20 years ago. 

All in the System. 
HIS defense, particularly 
T the exclusive and undivid- 
ed attention given by the 
defending center halfback to 
the movements of the oppos- 
ing center forward has tended 
to discourage attacks through 
the center. If there are 
any openings now they are 
usually created on the wings. 
That’s because the fullbacks, 
assigned to guard the wing 
forwards, cannot play a strict- 
ly defensive role, as does the 
center half. They must move 
up occasionally, and are, gen- 
erally, more vulnerable. 
Fewer goalg are scored from 
corner kicks, too, because of 
this better understanding by 
defenders who leave no for- 
ward unmarked. 
But, the reluctance of for- 
wards to take a fast shot at 
goal without setting the ball 
is a weakness that cannot be 
blamed on tighter defense 
methods. erfection in this 
method of shooting demands 
lots of systematic practice. 
The player who masters the 
trick becomes a tremendous 
asset, a, star among stars.

This mother will, in all probability, get at least a part 
ef her wish when hér child is 7. If she knows in advance 
what are likely to be some of the outstanding characteristics 
of age 7, she will perhaps be in.a better position to enjoy 
the good aspects of the age, and ‘to overlook or minimize 
the bad aspects.

FOR THOUGH SOME AGES seem to find the child in 
generally good equilibrium and others in generally bad, 
nearly any age seems characteristically, to have its desirable 
points and its bad. Sometimes the very good points become, 
in a mother’s opinion, bad ones when, as often is the case, 
they are carried to extremes. 

And so it is with 7. The main advantage of 7, from 
the adult point of view, is that most children at this time 
quiet down a great deal. After living with the average 
6-year-old for a year, most mothers definitely welcome this 
quieting down. 

The snag in this is that many 7-year-olds quiet down too 
much. (We see the same thing again at 13.) If they. could 
just lose the edge of their 6-year-old exuberance and be 
the quiet, restrained, moderate polite little creatures that 
the average parent has in mind, that would be fine.

BUT NATURE SEEMS to proceed by trial and error, 
searching—if we may assume that she is working this out 
logically—for the ideal mean. 

So it is that 6 quiets down when he is 7, but in many 
eases he shoots right past what we as adults would consider 
an ideal amount or degree of quieting down. And becomes, 
his parents feel, all too quiet. 

It is then that the typical “bad” aspects of 7-year-old- 
ness come in, and we have the boy or girl who is described 
as moody, mean, unhappy, suspicious, sad, complaining. He 
feels that people don’t like him. He feels that everyone is 
against him, talking about him, making fun of him. The 
teacher is mean to him, The other kids and his family pick, 
on him. 

Many parents, meeting this unhappiness for the first time, 
worry that it is a sign that something is really going wrong. 
Understanding that it is, in most cases, merely a quite usual 
exaggeration of a perfectly normal behavior trend can help 
a parent to observe his worrying 7-year-old without undue 
concern.

This makes it easier for 
a cold germ to get started and 
stay happy, It’s best, therefore, 
to keep the humidity of the in- 
door air at around 40 per cent 
or thereabouts. Of course, this 
may give you a little trouble 
from condensation but a sweat- 
ing or frosted window is a lot 
less trouble than a bad cold in 
the nose. 


The simplest way to get mois- 
ture into the house air is to 
install a humidifier on your heat- 
ing plant. Devices of this sort 
are available for almost every 
kind of heating equipment.

mittee reported yesterday. 

The only real solution of the 
county’s traffic problems will be 
in more efficient use of existing 
streets, together with extensive 
construction of new facilities | 
which will be possible if voters 
approve the proposed $44,732,- 
500 bond issue next Feb. 9, the 
subcommittee’s report said. 

Alfred H. Kerth, committee 
chairman, said today his group 
would meet soon with represent- 
atives of the League of County 
Municipalities and: county offi- 
cials with a view of supporting 
the bond proposal and also ob- 
taining local legiSiation for park- 
ing bars and other controls, 
where needed. ‘

jes listed in the report were: 


Delmar boulevard, Manchester | by 


avenue, Forsyth boulevard, Olive 
Street road, Bellefontaine road, 
Ivory avenue, Lemay Ferry road

8-Month Survey. 

The report followed-an eight- 
month study by the planning 
subcommittee of the larger 
group, which is sponsored by 
Metropolitan Planning Associa- 
tion and County Chamber of 
Commerce. The subcommittee is 
headed by Walter L. Metcalfe, 
chairman .of the City Council of 
University City. 

Findings in the report were 
based on questionnaires sent to 
each of the county’s 94, munici- 
palities, inquiring as to “specific 
areas in which traffic problems 
exist, plans of the municipalities 
to meet these problems and the 
extent of the impact on county 
municipalities as a result of the 
adoption of the major traffic 
plan in the City ef St. Louis.” 
Comments on Crowded Streets. 

Comments on congested 
streets include the following: 

Easton avenue — “It is prob- 
able that no area in the county 
or city presents a greater prob- 
lem in traffic congestion.” St. 
Louis has no rush-hour parking 
prohibition, but Wellston has 
created several one-way streets 
and, in co-operation with mer- 
chants, is arranging for addi- 
tional off-street parking. 

Clayton road — Most serious 
problems are at Big Bend and 
Brentwood boulevards and Han- 
ley Road. Richmond Heights, on 
the south side of the highway, 
has improved conditions by bar- 
ting parking from 7 to 9 a.m. 
The City of Clayton is consider- 
ing similar restrictions for the 
north side of the highway. Un- 
der the proposed bond issue, 
grade separations would 
built at Big Bend, Hanley and 
Brentwood. 

Natural Bridge road — Nor- 
mandy has barred parking on

In addition to his diplomatic 
service in South America, Bra- 
den, an engineer, has been en- 
gaged in business thtre for 
many years. 


Career Men ‘Overwhelmed.’ 

He said that during and after 
World War II, various agencies 
were superimposed on the State 
Department, and he saw these 
groups “outnumber and over- 
whelm” career and foreign dip- 
lomatic services. 

He said many of these repre- 
sentatives possessed authority, 
and were “uniformly antagonis- 
tic’ to private property and 
were, “to say the least, socialis- 
tically inclined.” 


“Infiltration of these insidious 
groups and individuals has not 
been restricted to the United 
States,” Braden said. Some of 
them, he said, at the instance of 
the United States Government 
“have been recommended to and 
employed by Latin American 
governments.” 

“As the pattern unfolds,” Bra- 
den said, “it becomes increas- 
ingly apparent that there were 
within these groups those who 
had their minds and their plans 
made-up. . . .

The proposal, and Russia's 
reply, seemed likely to be con- 
sidered by a subcommittee of 
the U.N. Disarmament Commis- 
sion, which has been deadlocked 
since 1946 in efforts to find a 
formula for atomic weapons pro- 
hibition acceptable to the West 
and to Moscow. 

On Capitol Hill, Representa- 
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tive Cole (Rep.), New York, 
chairman of the’ Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee, said 
of Moscow’s note that “it is at 
least hopeful.” 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, said he is confident Con- 
gress would approve a United 
States-Russian swap of informa- 
tion on peacetime uses of atomic 
energy only if assured of the 
Soviet Union's good faith. 

Ferguson, chairman of the 
G.O.P. Senate Policy Commit- 
tee, also ruled out any interna- 
tional bar on atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons without an “iron- 
clad agreement of inspection” 
of producing facilities and stock- 
piles in Iron Curtain nations. 

“Without that, we have noth- 
ing,” he said in an interview. 

Senator Monroney (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, said he thinks Con- 
gress would approve an exX- 
change of atomic information 
on “industrial and medical uses” 
if a workable plan could be 
agreed vpon and Russia offered 
suitable guarantees. 
Senator Mansfield (Dem.) 
Montana, a member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, said 
this country “can’t take any- 
thing for granted—it is manda- 
tory that we keep our strength 
up.” 

“It is my hope that the Soviet 
Union will sit down in good fgith 
and will consider seriously the 
proposals for disarmament of- 
fered by this country,” Mans- 
field said in a separate .inter- 
view.

Kefauver Urges Action. 

Sen. Kefauver (Dem.) Tennes- 
see, said the Administration 
should “immediately prepare 
and submit a workable plan to 
accomplish President Eisenhow- 
er’s laudable proposal.” 

Senator Humphrey (em.) 
Minnesota, termed the Soviet re- 
ply “encouraging.” Efforts by 
the United States to reduce 
world tensions and the threat of 
atomic warfare, he said, can only 
“move along step-by-step.” He 
cautioned against “expecting too 
much,” and said the West must 
not be beguiled into lowering its 
defenses in any way: 

“TI think it is a very encour- 
aging and hopeful announce- 
ment,” said Senator Smathers 
(Dem.) Florida, “but I think it 
must also put us on our guard.” 

He said this country “must 
be certain that we do not per- 
mit ourselves to be out-maneu- 
vered into giving up something 
which amounts to our strength 
—and I mean atomic weapons— 
while they would be giving up 
something they don’t have much 
of anyway.” 

Smathers added he. thought 
real progress would follow if 
the Russian reply “could be 
turned into a movement of gen- 
eral disarmament.” 

Representative Short (Rep.), 
Missouri, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, said

This last factor is “the domi- 
nant consideration,” the secre- 
tary declared. He continued: 

“It takes precedence over get- 
ting. German divisions into 
NATO, important as that is. The 
essential is to end, once and for 
all, the suicidal strife which has 
long plagued the western world. 
It has so weakened it, both ma- 
terially and in prestige, that 
western civilization can now be 
seriously challenged by a mate- 
rialistic civilization, which, be- 
hind a thin veneer of sancti- 
monious theory, actually repro- 
duces the human degradation of 
the Dark Ages.” 


No Good Alternatives. 

“It is said that there must be 
alternatives to EDC,” Dulles 
went on. “Of course, if EDC 
fails, there will be things to be 
done. We are not blind to that. 
But I do not see ‘alternatives’ 
in the sense of other practical 
ways of accomplishing the three 
EDC goals I have mentioned.”

Some diplomats 
believe that, while Russia may 
not consider it politically. wise 
to reject outright the President’s 
proposals, the Soviet leaders may 
effectively scuttle the program 
by insisting that it be tied to 
the old Russian demands. 


The theory that the Presi- 


dent’s ideas will receive their 
initial discussion in the Disarm- 
ament Commission next month 
is based on two factors. First, 
Eisenhower used as a founda- 
tion for his proposals a resolu- 
tion adopted in the recent ses- 
sion of the General Assembly 
suggesting that the commission 
“study the desirability” of pri- 
vate talks among “the powers 
principally concerned.” The 
President described this recom- 
mendation as “one new avenue 
of peace which has not yet been 
explored.” ’ 

Secondly, many observers re 
consider that Lodge, as the com- 
mission chairman next month 
and as Eisenhower's chief rep- 
resentative here, is committed 
by the President’s approach. to 
set in motion the machinery 
that could implement the Prési- 
dent’s proposals.

named Richmond B. Keech

The hu- 
man side of the story is naturally 
to the fore, but the ruling also 
carries a heavy charge of politi- 
cal TNT, as President Eisen- 
hower will soon learn from pat- 
ronage - hungry Republicans if 
the Keech decision should be 
sustained. 

It will be appealed, of course, 
and cannot take full effect until 
the appeal is decided, but mean- 
while, supporters of the Civil 
Service will rally their friends 
in Congress with an eye to ac- 
tion, should the appeal decision 
be adverse. It is not improbable 
that, when the White House 
realizes the potential impact of 
the Keech ruling, it too will de- 
cide -the situation requires 
amendment. 

An Alibi Murdered. 

Civil Service protection for 
Government employes is also, in 
practice, protection for Govern- 
ment employers who come un- 
der heavy pressure from politi- 
cal parties.

One Man’s Experience 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: — 

Dr. Emerson P. Schmidt, United 
States Chamber of Commerce econ- 
omist, recently went to great lengths 
trying to make his point that labor 
unions have had little or no influence 
on wages and conditions. As to how 
the progress was attained, he is quite 
vague. 

Experience is a great teacher! 
That’s why I know how wrong Mr. 
Schmidt is in his contention. Some 
45 years ago, I was driving a two- 
horse team for a transfer company 
and drew $10.50 a week for my 
trouble. Working hours were from 
7 a.m. to 6 p.m., six days aeweek, 

We were unorganized in that city, 
Bloomington, Ill. We drew no extra 
pay for overtime, but if we happened 
to lose an hour or so, we were docked 
at the rate of 1744 cents an hour. 

_ That condition prevailed for years. 
Finally union sentiment began to 
arise among the drivers. One day, 
after years of service, I was called 
to the office and told that my wages 
were being raised $1.50 a week in 
“recognition” of my faithful service. 

A few months passed and a Team- 
sters’ Union organizer came to town. 
Again, I was invited to the office 
and given another $1.50 weekly wage 
hike.

With guard up and propaganda guns at the 
ready, the Soviet Union has accepted President 
Eisenhower's proposal for private talks on atomic 
development, -s 


Characteristically the Russians devoted a large 
part of their statement to finding fault with the 
President’s proposal, and qualified their accept- 
ance of it by demanding that it be clarified and 
that any conference consider their own plan as 
well as the President's. 


But these hedges are not so important as the 
overriding fact that the Russians have agreed to 
sit down and talk over the problem. If these 
negotiations are conducted privately, as the 
President suggested, and for the purpose of seek- 
ing agreement rather than scoring propaganda 
points against each other, they may mark ‘a 
beginning toward something new and immensely 
hopeful in world relationships. 


Such reservations as the Kremlin suggests 
ought not in themselves prove an insurmount- 
able harrier to agreement. These reservations 
center upon the Soviet Union’s long-standing 
campaign to get adopted by the U.N. some sort 
of abstract ban against the use of atomic 
weapons. The Western nations have refused to 
adopt such a ban unless it were accompanied by 
international inspection and enforcement—and 
since no agreement has been reached on that, the 
whole subject of atomic control has stood in 
deadlock, 


President Eisenhower did not actually propose 
a plan for ending the deadlock. Rather, on the 
unspoken assumption that the deadlock could not 
be broken, he suggested that the U.N. set up an 
agency for peaceful atomic development without 
waiting for the atomic arms race to be moderated 
or for an international control system to be 
established. 

The Russians indicate that they might try to 
convert the talks on this subject to a general 
discussion of the whole field of atomic control. 
That may not be what President Eisenhower had 
in mind, but the United States cannot very well 
object to it. In any such talks, the American 
position would undoubtedly continue to be what 
it has been: We will not agree to an abstract ban 
on the use of atomic weapons except as part of 
an ironclad system of international inspection 
and control. 

It should be possible to maintain that posi- 
tion and at the same time maintain the Eisen- 
hower position that peaceful atomic development 
can get started without waiting for atomic dis- 
armament, Secretary Dulles handled the mat- 
ter skillfully when he welcomed the Soviet ac- 
ceptance as “hopeful,” but pointed out that the 
Russians “seem not to have caught the spirit of 
the President’s proposal. Its very purpose was 
to find a new and clearly feasible basis which 
will permit actually getting started.” 

If the Soviets insist on merely going over the 
old ground of fruitless disarmament debate, they 
can stall the Eisenhower plan. But in so doing 
they will make clear to the world where they 
really stand. Meanwhile there is a chance that 
private dipfomatic talks. can break the circle, 
and that‘chance is worth exploring.

Judge Ridge’s Just Act 

Federal Judge Ridge of Kansas City has served 
the interests of justice by lowering the bond re- 
quired of Elmer Dolan. 

Originally the bail for the suspended St. Louis 
patrolman in the Greenlease kidnaping case was 
set at $25,000. That obviously was too high for 
a man who has given no indication whatever of 
running from the law and who has good reason 
to be staying close to home these days because of 
a prospective addition to his family. Now the 
bail has been reduced to $7500 by Judge Ridge. 
Dolan has been.able to meet it and is free to 
answer on it. 

Whether Dolan is guilty or innocent obviously 
has not been determined. He has been under 
indictment for perjury just a few days. Only 


~ if he is proved guilty in court will he be guilty — 
in the eyes of the law. Until then he is pre- — 


sumed: innocent under the American system of 
justice for all. 

Bail is part of the system of justice. If bail 
is excessive it can be used to interfere with 
justice in that it may hold a man behind bars 
simply because he may not be wealthy enough 
to raise the money required for his release 
pending trial. 
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Dog’s Life, by Ordinance 
In a survey of the zoning problem of man’s 
best friend, the noble dog, the Public Administra- 
tion Clearing House has found that many of our 


cities have exact definitions for kennels, and for 


dogs as well. 

Los Angeles and Salt Lake county in Utah, for 
example, prescribe that a kennel is not a kennel, 
for zoning purposes, unless it has three or more 
dogs. But a dog is not a dog until it is four 
months old, being a puppy before that. Three 
puppies do not a kennel! make, nor three dogs a 
home.

Letting the People Decide 


The St. Louis Election Board has chosen the 
best of three possible methods of introducing 
voting machines here. It, has urged the Board 
of Alfermen to call a bond issue election to 
provide funds to purchase some 1600 of the 
machines. They would cost slightly more than 

Assuming that the Aldermen go along with 
the recommendation—and there is no good rea- 
son why they shouldn't—the people themselves 
will decide whether they are willing to pay the 
premium for insurance against fraud at the 
polls. The bond issue would require a two- 
thirds favorable majority. 

The Election Board could have recommended 
rental of the machines, a move requiring a mere 
simple majority. Or it could have suggested use 
of the machines in 10 per cent of the city’s pre- 
cincts on a trial basis, which would require 
no prior approval by the voters, But the board 
chose to take the bull by the horns, and with 
good reason. 

Voting machines are no newfangled devices 
and there is no need to experiment with them 
in St. Louis. Other cities have been using them 
for as long as 40 years. The accuracy with 
which they count the votes and their prompt- 
ness in making election returns available have 
led to their use in more than 5000 municipalities. 
Kansas City voted for them 5 to 1. 

~The only question, therefore, is whether they 
ought to be rented or purchased outright. After 
ap intensive study, the Election Board’s{answe 
is that in the long run it is cheaper for a city 
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to own its own machines. Moreover, savings in 
election, expenses that flow directly from the 
use of machines would go a long way toward 
meeting the purchase price, | 

The difference, of course, would have to come 
from the pockets of the city’s taxpayers. The 
Board of Aldermen ought to move quickly 
to determine whether the people think enough 
of their vote to pay the price of protecting it. 
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France’s Latest Impasse 

The saying that every Frenchman is a 
Cartesian,*too reasonable to be stubborn, cer- 
tainly has been devalued by the struggle to 
elect a French President. Also sharply. dis- 
counted are such sayings as Gaston Doumergue's 
remark that the French presidency is a horse 
race hardly worth winning, and Clemenceau's 
mot that it is as superfluous as an appendix. Else 
why so many ballots to make a choice which 
only once before required as many as two? 

The fact is that retiring President Vincent 
Auriol has exercised more influence through the , 
office than the Constitution of the Fourth Repub- 
lic seems to permit. He has not abused its safe- 
guards against a “strong man,” but chiefly by 
presiding over the Council of Ministers and by 
public speeches Auriol has checked both De 
Gaulle’s followers and the Communists. He nur- 
tured -middle-of-the-road government. His duty, 
as he said, was “patient and unobtrusive labor to 
preserve stability.” 

Now even though they know they are damaging™ 
French prestige, the legislators at Versailles 
struggle through ballot after ballot for an office 
they presume to scorn. There has been no more 
alarming sign of the deep divisions of post-war 
France. The danger is that these are not the 
ordinary differences which set parties against 
each other in an electoral test to be followed by 
unified devotion to the nation, but rather persist- 
ing antipathies which cause Frenchmen to regard 
each other almost as alien enemies. 

The question of ratifying the European Defense 
Community and rearming Germany, of course, is 
in the forefront of the presidential contest. Can- 
didates favoring ratification were quickly elimi- 
nated, Premier Joseph Laniel, the leading con- 
tender, is at best neutral on this issue. His chief 
rival, Socialist Marcel Naegelen, an Alsatian 
who formerly served as Minister of Education 
and as Governor General of Algeria, is opposed 
to EDC. But this is not all. 

In what has been a two-man contest—except 
for a few feeble efforts of would-be compromise 
candidates—there is little point in deploring the 
multiplicity of French political parties. The 
hard, hard fact is that this has become a struggle 
between a Man of the Right and a Man of the 
Left. Laniel’s support is conservative: land- 
owners, industrialists and rightist Catholics. 
Naegelen has the almost solid backing of the 
representatives of the working classes. 

The implications of such a struggle for a 
democracy are ominous. What is needed is a 
new Auriol—or perhaps the same old one—who 
can hold the nation, if not all of its politicians, 
to a policy of moderation; a new Descartes, too 
wise to be stubborn. 
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Ready for Action 

There is one thing that Congress should be 
able to get down to business on without hearings 
by committees. That is statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska, 

Last March the House Committee pn Interior 
and Insular Affairs submitted an encyclopedic 
report which included, among other things, sta- 
tistics on past congressional investigations of 
Hawaiian statehood from 1935 to 1950. Here is 
the record: 

Nine separate hearings, five in Hawaii and 
four in Washington. 

_ Eighty-nine days devoted to hearings. 


Total of 133 members of Congress on 
committees. 


Total of 31 members who visited Hawaii.

The probability that anyone needs to add to 
this vast store of information is-slight indeed. In 
view of the pledges of the 1952 party platforms, 
surely the Eisenhower Administration can agree 
to go to bat for statehood for Hawaii and Alaska. 
Nothing it will consider has been more exhaus- 
tively investigated, discussed and reported on. 
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Lewis Looks at the Waterfront 
The reported flirtation between the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s Association and John L. 
Lewis is a serious matter for the eastern 
waterfront. 
Joseph Hanlon reports that William Bradley, 


new head of the I.L.A., went to see Lewis and - 
_ then stated that his longshoremen might affiliate . 


with Lewis’s United Mine Workers. This would 
give the longshoremen strong support in a fight 
for existence, if it did not give Lewis a long-term 
lease on their empty treasury. 

The Bradley-Lewis conference occurred just 
before the I.L.A. went into a Taft-Hartley elec- 
tion in the New York area against the new AFL 
longshore union. Last August, the AFL expelled 
the LL.A. because of its long history of crime 
and gangsterism. 

If Lewis allies himself now with the I.B.A., 
he will threaten the AFL’s first serious effort 
to discipline a member union. He will also be 
challenging the AFL itself, which is nothing new 
for him. 

Beyond that, however, Lewis’s quest for power 
will have led him to take over a union with a 
record of rapacity, The public has an interest in 
the long struggle to clean up the waterfront, and 


_an alignment with the I.L.A. would put Lewis on 


the wrong side. 
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McCarthy’s Ground Rul 


Senator McCarthy has now explained the 
rules of his special political game. He said in 


.New York that “it is sufficient to develop leads 
‘showing potential espio 


, and leave it up 
to the security officers to it from there.” 
This amounts to the sandlot rule of “I'll pitch 
and you catch.” But it may be a little hard for 
spectators to follow the ball. 

Washington has been wondering if McCarthy 
got several of his leads from security officers, 
since he has shown some access to official files. 
If so, the game apparently is for McCarthy to 
develop leads which he gets from security offi- 
cers in order to toss them back to security offi- 
cers to develop. Catch? , 

But if that is not the game, then McCarthy 
must mean that all he has to do is to make 
spy charges and let the security officers decide 
whether there is any truth in them.

HIS has been a year to 

remember. The years pass 

more ‘swiftly as we grow 
older, each new one crowd- 
ing on another’s heels, and in 
casual retrospect they come 
to seem much alike. Some- 
times one must take second 
thought to discover where one 
year differs from the one be- 
fore or the one a decade be- 
fore. Not this year, though, 
not 1953.

This, though, 
was the year when the 
Yankees opened new horizons, 
set a standard of success 
which would have been 
deemed beyond human reach 
ever in the past. 

Ever. before the year be- 
gan the pattern was clear. 
From the start everybody 
knew that the great quest of 
1953, the most exciting story 
in sports, would concern the 
Yankees. Could this baseball 
team bring off the chance that 
had been offered only once 


before and never accom- 
plished? Could the Yankees 
under Casey Stenger win 


their fifth straight pennant 
and top it with a fifth con- 
secutive world championship 
as no team had done under 
John McGraw or Joe Mc- 
Carthy or Connie Mack or 
Miller Huggins or Frank 
Chance or Fielder Jones? 

Well, of course they did 
and easily it seems now, al- 
though Mr. Stengel would 
quarrel about the adverb for 
he remembers the sleepless 
nights of late June and early 
July when his team couldn't 
win for losing. Anyhow they 
brought it off, and from now 
on the sky’s the limit except 
for one small slip in 1948, 
they would now have a rec- 
ord of seven successive pen- 
nants. There is no proof 
presently available that they 
cannot make it seven straight 
or seventeen.

T was a year when the man- 
ager of a team that won its 
second successive pennant in 
the National League managed 
also to talk himself out of his 
job and all the way across the 
continent to Oakland, Calif.

NLRB REVERSES: 
FORMER CAPTIVE 
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Employers Need Not 
Grant Unions Equal 
Paid Time to Answer 
Arguments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP) 
~The National Labor Relations 
Board reversed its two-year-old 
“captive audience” rule yester- 
day, and held that employers no 
longer must give a union equal 
time in working hours to answer 
an employer who uses his faci- 
lities for anti-union arguments. 

At the same time, the NLRB 
adopted a new rule, which bars 
either the company or union 
from addressing workers on 
company premises during work- 
ing hours for 24 hours before an 
election to choose a bargaining 
representative. 

In a 3-to-1 decision, the NLRB 
majority said that company 
premises are the natural forum 
for employer views and _ the 
union hall for the union’s. 


“We reject the idea that the 
union has a statutory right to 
assemble and make campaign 
speeches to employes on the em- 
ployer’s premises and at the em- 
ployer’s expense,” the NLRB 
majority said in its policy rever- 
sal. 


The new policies were handed 
down in two separate decisions, 
with Abe Murdock, one of two 
Truman Administration ap- 
pointees still serving on the 
board, filing vigorous dissents. 


Reversal of the equal time rule 
was decided by Chairman Guy 
Farmer and Philip Ray Rodgers, 
two new members appointed by 
President Eisenhower, with a 
concurring opinion from Ivar 
Peterson, a Truman appointee. 


Imposition of the new rule 
was voted by Farmer, Rodgers 
and Peterson, with Murdock, a 
former Democratic Senator from 
Utah, agai@ dissenting. The 
NLRB actually is a five-member 
group but there is one vacancy. 


The majority opinion said it 
‘recognized that the new rule 
|could be taken as limiting the 
|employer’s free speech at his 
_own business during the 24-hour 
| period, but declared it was “a 
‘rule of practical labor relations 
| governing conduct of elections.” 


‘ The NLRB said its new rule 
_does not prevent both sides dis- 


aroun 


_tributing literature at any time 


before such an election.

'added, “the rule doés not pro- 
| hibit employers or unions from 
making campaign speeches on or 
off company premises during the 
24-hour period if empolye at- 
tendance is voluntary and on 
the employes’ own time.”

FIGHT PLAN 10 
SHIFT TAX LOAD 


Say Proposed SEC Rules 
Change Would Bene- 
fit Utility Investors, 
Hurt Consumers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 22 (AP) 
—The National Rural Electric 

Co-Operative Association today 
protested that a proposed change 
in rules of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission would in 
effect shift a tax burden from 
public utility company investors 
to electric consumers. 


Clyde T. Ellis, executive man- 
ager Of the association, wrote 
the SEC urging that it retain its 
present rules regarding taxation 
of income of electric holding 
companies, 


He estimated that adoption of 
the proposed new rule would 
shift more than $10,000,000 in 
federal income taxes annually 
from company stockholders to 
electric consumers. 


“The proposed rule change 
which has been urged by public 
utility holding companies seems 
to be a part of a concerted ef- 
fort to increase stockholder 
dividends at the cost of the 
electric consumer,” Ellis wrote 
the SEC 


He said the proposed change 
would add to the tax expense 
of operating electric utilities, 
a step he said would add. “sub- 
stantially to the tax. costs of 
those operating electric utilities 
which will, in turn, collect 
these increased tax costs from 
their consumers.” 

He said the proposed change 
was opposed by his organization 
because approximately 3,500,000 
electric consumers are members 
of rural electric co-operatives. 

Ellis said that at present an 
electric holding system which 
files a consolidated tax return 
is requfred to allocate those 
taxes among itself ap its asso- 
ciated companie§ in proportion 
to the taxes that each would 
pay if separate returns were 
filed. 

In this computation, he said, 
the dividend income received by 
the parent company from its 
subsidiaries would be treated as 
income of the parent company. 

The proposed change in rules 
would provide, he said, that in 
determining what taxes each of 
the companies would have to 
pay if separate returns were 
filed, any income received by a 
holding company from its af- 
fillated companies is to be dis- 
regarded. 

The net effect, Ellis said, “is 
to have all of this tax allocated 
to the operating companies 
which, i will collect it

Wax said the plane was

Yet every year, I hear from parents 
who want guidance in meeting the Santa Claus problem. 
How is he to be explained to children?

> WERE’S A LETTER from Mrs. A,: “The closer we come 
to Christmas, the more my 3-year-old girl seems to be con- 
fused” she writes. ““‘We go downtown and she actually sees, 
not one Santa Claus but 15 or 20. My husband and I try 
to tell her that it’s just a holiday spirit which is given the 
»name of Santa Claus, but some other people tell her he’s a 
real man who comés down from the North Pole in his rein- 
deer-drawn sleigh and makes his annual descent through 
the chimney—which incidentally we don't have.

I CERTAINLY WOULDN'T TELL the child a deliberate 
lie, Mrs. A. Santa Claus is a subject on which you’can still 
get an argument, at a drop of the hat, or a wink of the 
eye. I believe the great majority of child psychologists now 
agree, however, that it is stupid to tell children that Santa 
Claus is’a real person, It ig easy enough to explain, in one 
way or another, that Santa Claus is a personification, like 
Jack Frost or that mythical “Miss Manners” whom I sup- 
pose some parents still invoke to back up their instructions” 
concerning polite behavior at meal time. I don’t say the 
children will understand the idea fully, but they won't have 

, anything incorrect to unlearn. 

As you say, the multiplicity of Santa Clauses on all 
sides helps to deprive the old legend of any reality. It 
seems to me the more a pity, therefore, that some old- 
timers still try to feed the children a fairy tale as real. 
‘They can have plenty of fun with it if they look on it as 
an ai creation, 

In this as in a lot of other cases, I believe we are still 
justified in agreeing that we will not tell deliberate lies 
to children.

“He's on the go every minute and he just never seems 

to settle down. If he'd just take a book and look at it by 

himself, or anything, just to get out from under foot. And 

he’s so exuberant; he has so much energy. I'm all worn 
out just keeping up with him.” 

This mother will, in all probability, get at least a part 
of her wish when her child is 7. If she knows in advance 
what are likely to be some of the outstanding characteristics 
of age 7, she. will perhaps be in a better position to enjoy 
the good aspects of the age, and to overlook or minimize 
the bad aspects. 


x * * 


FOR THOUGH SOME AGES seem to find the child in 
generally good equilibrium and others in generally bad, 
nearly any age seems characteristically, to have its desirable 
points and its bad. Sometimes the very good points become, 
in a mother’s opinion, bad ones when, as often is the case, 
they are carried to extremes. 

And so it is with 7. The main advantage of 7, from 
the adult point of view, is that most children at this time 
quiet down a great deal. After living with the average 
6-year-old for a year, most mothers definitely welcome this 
quieting down. 

The snag in this is that many 7-year-olds quiet down too 
much. (We see the same thing again at 13.) If they could 
just lose the edge of their 6-year-old exuberance and bé 
the quiet, restrained, moderate polite little creatures that 
the average parent has in mind, that would be fine.

BUT NATURE SEEMS to proceed by trial and error, 
searching—if we may ‘assume that she is working this out 
logically—for the ideal mean. 

So it is that 6 quiets down when he is 7, but in many 
cases he shoots right past what we as adults would consider 
an ideal amount or degree of quieting down, And becomes, 
his parents feel, all too quiet. 

It is then that the typical “bad” aspects of 7-year-old- 
ness come in, and we have the boy or girl who is described 
as moody, mean, unhappy, suspicious, sad, complaining. He 
feels that people don’t like him, He feels that everyone is 
against him, talking about him, making fun of him. The 
teacher is mean to him. The other kids and his family pick 
on him. 

Many parents, meeting this unhappiness for the first time, 
worry that it is a sign that something is really going wrong. 
Understanding that it is, in most cases, merely a quite usual 
exaggeration of a perfectly normal behavior trend can help 
a parent to observe his worrying 7-year-old without undue 
concern.

HE tan of Spain's gentle sun 
was fading from Paul's brow.

When the inside air is too dry 
it tends to dry out the mucous. 
membrane in your nose and 
throat. This makes it easier for 
a cold germ to get started and 
stay happy. It's best, therefore, 
to keep the humidity of the in- 
door air at around 40 per cent 
or thereabouts, Of course, this 
may give you a little trouble 
from condensation but a sweat- 
ing or frosted window is a lot 
less trouble than,a bad cold in 
the nose. 


The simplest way to get mois- 
ture into the house air is to 
install a hamidifier on your heat- 
ing plant. Devices of this sort 


are available for almost every 


kind of heating equipment. 


Pans of water on top of or on 
the side of radiators are not too 
efficient but they can be made 
more effective if strips of blot- 
ting are placed so that one end 
is in the water and the other
